U. S. DELEGATES 
IN GENEVA STONED 


Reserves Are Called in 
New York To Disperse 
Shouting Reds. 


BY UNITED NEWS. 
At the hour of the execution of 
Saceo and Vanzetti radicals in six 


European countries, ablaze with rage 
against the fate that had put them to 
death, carried out demonstrations that 
in all cases led to clashes with the po- 
lice, and in some involved serious 
fighting. 

In London mobs tried to reach 
Buckingham and St. James palaces, 
the momentarily tenantless homes of 
the king and Prince of Wales. 

American delegates to a League of 
Nations conference at Geneva, Swit- 
zerland, were stoned by a mob. 

There were similar disturbances at 
St. Nazaire. France; Halle, Germany; 
Gothenberg, Sweden, and Copenhagen, 
Denmark. 

From cities all over the world, in- 
cluding Buenos Aires, Argentina, and 
Sydney, Australia, there were reports 
of strikes or impending strikes. 

American embassies and consulates 
in almost every big town in the civi- 
lized world were guarded by police. 


RESERVES CALLED 

IN NEW YORK CTTY. 

(By Leased Wire to The — and 
The Chicago Tribune. 

New York, August 2 3. With heads 
bared 2,000 followers of the red flag 
of anarchy stood in Union Square 
park early this morning and heard the 
official announcement that Sacco and 
Vanzetti were dead. 

There was quiet for a moment, and 
then the ‘zmpest of hatred for law and 
order broke out. The 100 police and 


detectives mingling with the crowd 
could not disperse the shouting, fren- 
zied radicals. 

A call was sent for reserves, and 
more than police responded in 
motoreycles, automobiles, and on 
harseback. They rode through the 
milling throng and drove ‘them 
through the streets, wielding with 
might their heavy night-sticks. Yet 
none was seriously injured and with- 
in half an hour this particular upris- 
ing was over. 

The crowd was marching down 
14th, 15th and 16th streets toward 
Third avenue when word was spread 
from one group to another to dis- 
perse quietly and meet at a radical) 
rendezvous later in the day. 

New York, however, was prepared 
to meet the wildest sort of rioting. 
Two battalions of infantry and ma- 
chine gun companies were held in 
readiness all night on Governor's is- 
land, awaiting a call from police for 


assistance. Special wires were strung 
from police headquarters to the is- 
land and these were held open. 

Meanwhile, the financial district 
and government as well as municipal 
buildings were under heavy guard. 
Three police marched on each side of 
every block in the financial district 
and heavily armed private guards 
stood outside the larger banking in- 
stitutions.

“IT Am Innocent of All 


Crime,” Says Vanzetti 
in His Last Talk. 


SACCO IS DEFIANT 
AS HE FACES END 


Both Men Refuse Conso- 
lation of Religion as 
Death Comes.

State Prison, Charlestown, Mass., 
August 23.—(United News)—Nicola 
Sacco and Bartolomeo Vanzetti were 
put to death _oday. 

They went to the embrace of the | 
electric chair unswerving in the avow- 
al of their innocence. 
They paid with their lives for the 
murder of a paymaster and his guard 
at South Braintree seven years ago. 
As the heavy voltage of electricity 
was shot through their bodies,. bay- 
oneted guards surrounded the ancient 
prison for blocks. 
In cities on three continents mil- 
lions awaited word of their death, 
many of them convinced that tue two 
were executed for their political be- 
liefs, not for the South Braintree mur- 
ders. 
Police Are Vigilant. 
Police in many countries kept vigi- 
lant guard against threatened repris- 
als. 
The world famous Saceo and Van- 
zetti were preceded to the death cham- 
her by Celestino Madeiros, Portu- 
suese, who was electrocuted for an- 
other murder. — 
Madeiros entered the death chamber 
a little more than two minutes after 
midnight and at nine minutes and 35 
seconds past the hour was pronounced 
dead. 
Sacco the younger of the two an- 
archists, was led to the chamber next. 
He entered at 11 minutes and 12 sec- 
onds past midnight and was dead less 
than eight minutes later. 
Vanzetti Is Last. 

Vanzetti was last. He entered the 
chamber at 12:20 and a fraction. He 
was dead at 12:26:55. He and Sacco 
made short speeches protesting their 
innocence. 

Madeiros went to his death a stoic. 
He had slept in the death cell until 


almost time for the execution and he 
marched to the electric chair without 
expression of any kind. 

He seemed almost in a stupor. He 
sat in the chair of death without being 
directed and his expression was wun- 
changed as the guards worked with 
busy hands fastening the straps of 
the apparatus. 

Saeco was deadly pale but was com- 
posed. 

He did not speak until he was di- 
rected to sit in the chair. 

As he sat down he shouted: 

“Long live anarchy! Farewell, my 
wife and child, and all my friends.”

zetti, respectively an obscure shoe fac- 
tory worker and a fish peddiler, 
came important figures on the world 
stage when radical organizations in 
almost every civilized country began 
-° to stage demonstrations in their be- 
* half, maintaining that they had been 
convicted of murder not because the 
evidence showed they were guilty, 
but because of their affiliation with 
a red organization. 

On April 15, 1920, Frederick Par- 
menter and Allesandra Beradelli were 
shot and killed in a holdup at Brain- 
tree, Mass. Parmenter was paymaster 
for a shoe company and Beradelli was 
his guard. After killing them, the 
murderers escaped with $15,775. 

Although the murder occurred: in 
broad daylight in the main street of 
Braintree, which is 50 miles south of 
Boston, and with numerous witnesses 

' Jooking on, the case developed into a 
first-class mystery. In the beginning 
the investigators had the following 
facts to work on:

Beradelli fell dead and Parmenter was 


be-| mortally wounded. Then an automo- 


bile drew up and the killers leaped 
in and sped away. One of the robbers 
dropped a “pepper and salt” cap at 
the scene of the shooting. A _ little 
later the automobile in which the 
killers escaped was found abandoned. 
The bullets fonnd in the bodies of the 
paymaster and the guard were ex- 
tracted and held as evidence. 
Arrested May 5. 

On May 5, 1920, Sacco and YVan- 
zetti were arrested. On September 14 
they were indicted, but their trial 
did not begin until May 21, 1921. 

The. trial was conducted by Judge 
Webster Thrayer at Dedham, a Bos- 
ton suburb. Both defendants were 
radical agitators and Vanzetti had 
been a contributor to a radical paper 
in New York. Asa result of the pub- 
licity that had been given the case, 
only seven jurors could be obtained 
from 500 veniremen called. 

Instead of ealling a new venire the 
judge exercised a statutory power and 
ordered the sheriff to select 200 men 
from the county at large. This was 
done and the jury was completed the 
following morning. The defense de- 
clared that these men were “hand 
picked” and prejudiced against radi- 
calx and aliens. 

Sacco's employer testified that the 
“nepper and salt” cap resembled one 
he had seen the defendant wearing as 
he worked at a bench in the shoe fac- 
tory. It was placed on Saceo's head 
and seemed to fit. although he as- 
serted it was too tight. 

Tdentified. 

Five of the state's witnesses testi- 
fied that Saceo was one of the men 
in the bandit car. Two identified Van- 
getti. The defense offered alibis. The 
jury found them guilty of murder in 
the first degree. Judge Thayer later 
denied a motion for a new trial,. as- 
serting that although the evidence was 
mainly circumstantial the two had 
been convicted through their own 
“consciousness of guilt.” 

Defense counsel brought out the 
radical leanings of the two men on 
trial, they asserted, merely to. show 
that the paice had lied to the police 
after their arrest because they had an 
abject fear of the consequences of 
their radicalism. Judge Thaver had 
warned the attornevs for the men of 
the danger of bringing in the red is- 
sue. 

Following the conviction. radical or- 
ganizations raised a &300,000 defense 
fund. Propaganda was issued on a 
| world-wide_scale. Demonstrations were 
held in front of the American lega- 
tions in all the Sonth American and 


1 European nations. Bombings in Paris, 


Lisbon, Marseilles and Sofia in 1921 
and 1922 were attributed to this in- 
fluence. 

In May, 19238, several Portuguese 
were killed during a Sacco-Vanzetti 
riot in Lisbon. In May and June, 
1926, bombs were thrown at the Amer- 
ican embassies at Buenos Aires and

New Trial Denied. 

Meanwhile Judge Thayer ‘had de- 
nied several motions for a new trial. 
One was based on a claim that ex-; 
perts who had identified one of the| 
bullets in Parmenier’s body as com- 
ing from Vanzetti’s pistol had erred. 
Another had as its principal feature 
an attack on Foreman Ripley, of the 
eonvicting jury. who had since died. 
Ripley was quoted as saying: 

“Two guineas,—damn them. They 
ought to hang anyway.” 


The most sensational development 
in the defense case in November, 1923, 
when Celestino F. Madeiros, who had 
already been convicted of a murder, 
made a confession stating that he 
had killed Parmenter and his guard 
and that Saeco and Vanzetti had noth- 
ing te do with the robbery and killing. 
He said he did this because he was 
sorry for the wife and children of the 
innocent Saeco, 


But Madeiros. lied in some his testi- 
mony and the state threw in other evi- 
dence against his credibility. On Oc- 
tober 25, 1926, Judge Thayer held that 
the evidence was not worthy of call- 
ing for a new trial. 


On April 4, 1927, the Massachusetts 
supreme court overruled exceptions to 
Judge Thayer’s rulings. On April 9, 
Judge Thayer sentenced the two men 
to die in the electrie chair in July. 
An exé@ecutive respite gave Sacco and 
Vanzetti another 30-day reprieve, Gov- 
ernor Fuller having decided to review 
the case. 


Fuller Begins Study. 


To assist him the governor called 
in the heads of Harvard university 
and the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and Robert Grant, a for- 
mer Boston jadge. Evidence taken in 
camera and the committee’s report 
was given the governor. 

On August 3, Governor Fuller an- 
nounced that he could find nothing in 
the record ito ju. @ify intervention on 
his part. The egecution was set for 
August 10. ; 

A few hours before the moment of 
execution, Governor Fuller gave a 
further stay to permit the Sacco-Van- 
zetti attorneys time to appeal to fed- 
eral judges. Justices Holmes, Stone 
and Taft declined to interfere. 

The two radicals finally expatiated 
their crime August 23.

As the straps were being adjusted 
he said calmly: 

“Good evening. gentlemen.” 

His last words were, ‘Farewell, 
mother.” 

Vanzetti Is Cool. 

Vanzetti, the elder of the two an- 
archists, was cool and collected. He 
marched in with unfaltering steps, an 
expression that seemed like reproach 
in his mild, brown eyes. 

He shook hands with the guards he 
knew, sat down in the chair, and on 
the brink of eternity, spoke as fol- 
lows: 

“IT wish to tell you I am innocent 
and never committed any crime, but 
sometimes some sin. 

“I thank you for everything you 
have done. 

“I am innocent of all crime, 
only of this one, but all.” 

As Vanzetti was about to be blind- 
folded he added: 

“I wish to forgive some people for 
what they are now doing for’me.” 

Dignified in Death. 

The culmination of the case that 
has stirred the world came with a dig- 
nity, if such a thing can be associated 
with the process of death in an electric 
chair, that seemed fitting. 

The men were not demonstrative. 

They wore blue striped denim 
shirts, no coats, gray trousers and 
black slippers.

GOVERNOR REFUSES 


Boston, August 22.—(United News) 
The last hope that their lives might 
be spared vanished tonight for Nicola 
Saceo and Bartolomeo Vanzetti. 

Following an extraordinary confer- 
ence that lasted far into the. evening, 
Governor Alvan T. Fuller denied a pe- 
tition for a third respite for the doom- 
ed men. 

The governor, who, es result of a 
recent personal investigation of the 
world-famous case, decided that Sacco 
and Vanzetti were guilty and should 
die, remained firm even in the face of 
a dramatic .eleventh-hour plea from 
those dearest to the condemned men. 

Pleads *for Lives. 

Mrs. Rose Sacco, black-clad and 
tearful, the mother of Sacco’s two 
ehildren, had steeled herself and gone 
to the executive personally for a final 
plea that ber husband's life inaight be 
spared. 

With her went the brave Luigia 
Vanzetti, who had raced 4,000 miles 
from Italy to be with her famous 
brother at the end of his amazing 
fight against the electric chair. 

For more than two hours these two 
women, supported by other Sacce-Van- 
zetti followers, tearfully beggetl the 
governor to intervene. 

Behind closed doors at the heavily- 
guarded statehouse they pleaded as 
never before in the faint hope of stay- 
ing even at this late hour the fast- 
descending hand of Massachusetts jus- 
tiee that had been successfully fought 
off for seven long years. 

No word came from these solitary 
figures as they left the conference 
chamber, but their faces told the story 
—told as plainly as words that Sacco 
and Vanzetti, the humble workers who 
set the world aflame, must die at last 
for those long-ago crimes. 

Then a new face would appear at 
the elosed door of the executive 
chamber—a face lighted by the faint- 
est glimmer of hope. An almost con- 
stant stream of state officials and 
Sacco-Vanzetti sympathizers passed in 
and out of the chamber as the mo- 
mentous conference went on. 

Michael Angelo Musmanno, the 
young Pittsburgh lawyer into whose 
hands had fallen the responsibility of 
the eleventh-hour fight, was there 
throughout the meeting. 

So was Aldino Felicani. the Ital- 
ian without whose aid Sacco and 
Vanzetti might long since have paid 
with their lives for the crime of which 
they were convicted in 1921, It was 
Felicani who started the Sacco-Van- 
zetti movement which later was to 
arouse international interest. To- 
night this same Felicani fought his 
final fight—and lost. 

Gardner Jackson of the- defense 
committee, William G. Thompson, 
former chief defense counsel; Her- 
bert Ehrmann, former associate of 
Thompson; Governor Fuller, his sec- 
retary, Herman A. MacDonald, and 
Aitorney Generai Arthur K, Reading 
were among those who attended the 
conference. 

Pleas of Wife, Sister. 

While almost everyone attending 
the conference spoke at least briefly 
regarding the case. The principal 
pleas came from Mrs. Sacco and Miss 
Vanzetti. 

Attorney Musmanno acted as inter- 
preter. 

Mrs. Sacco begged the executive to 
look upon the ease as a father might 
look upon it, declaring that, like her 
husband, the governor had children. 

Referring to the testimony of Lola 
Andrews, who testified at the trial 
that she saw .Vanzetti driving the 
death car. Mrs. Sacco asked Governor 
Fuller if it were right that testimony 
of that kind should kill her husband. 
She. said her husband could not drive 
an automobile. :

After the meeting with the governor, 
Mrs. Sacco left the state house with 
Gardner Jackson, of the defense com- 
mittee, and Miss Vanzetti with Miss

Well-Arranged Drama. 

Everything. went like a well-ar- 
ranged drama. As each man was lifted 
from the chair after the execution, he 
was examined by four physicians, two 
as officials and two as guests. The 
bodies then were prepared for removal 
to the city morgue, where an autopsy 
will be performed by the medical ex- 
aminer.

Both women were weeping as they 
walked from the building. Just out- 
side, near the Hooker statue, they were 
met by other members of the defense 
committee and were whisked away in 
an automobile. 

Last to leave was Attorney Mus- 
manno, At 11 p. m., he sent a note 
to the governor’s office. Then Secre- 
tary MacDonald called the young 
lawyer into the executiye chamber. 
Ten minutes later Musmanno emerged 
and in-a quavering voice said to news- 
paper men: 

“It’s all over.” 

He walked slowly to the elevator 
shaft, and, while waiting for a ear. 
drew a handerchief from his pocket 
and wiped his eves. Musmanno had 
lost more than a mere legal battle. He 
had lost two close friends. 

Other lawyers aiding in the heart- 
breaking race with death still clung 
to a forlorn hope, however, even after 
Saceo and Vanzetti's closest friends 
saw no other chance for the doomed 
men. * 

Balked in his efforts to obtain a 
writ of habeas corpus at Beverly 
farms, Attorney Spellman and _ two 
other lawyers started by automobile 
from Williamstown, nearly 100 miles 
away. There, they planned to present 
a petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
to Federal Judge George W. Ander- 
son, but returned when they heard of 
the execution. During the day two 
supreme court justices and one judge 
refused to interfere. 

U. S. CONSULATE 
AT GENEVA GUARDED. 

Geneva, Switzerland, August 22. 
(?)—Police tonight barred the ap- 
proaches to the American consulate as 
crowds were returning from a great 
Sacco-Vanzetti demonstration, and this 
led to street scenes of considerable 
disorder. ‘The consulate stands at the 


bottled up, soon began hooting, 
whistling and milling.

The meeting was held as the work- 
ers quit their work, and was attended 
by 5,000 with 2,000 others gathered 
outside the hall.

The 
speakers, while apparently hopeless of 
clemency for the condemn men, 
ealled for a continuance of class war. 

A demonstration lasting about an 
hour was held by several hundred per- 
sons outside the American vice con- 
sulate in Lausanne at noon. After 
singing the “Internationale,” the 
crowd dispersed and the street was 
reopened to traffic.

Boston, August 22.—(4)—The iden- 
tification of the bandits who drove up | 
to the door of the Slater and Morril 
shoe factory in South Braintree on 
April 5, 1920, shot down a paymaster 
and his guard and escaped with the 
pay roll was one of the most closely | 
disputed points in the trial of Sacco 
con Vanzetti for the murder. The 
state produced witnesses who identi- 
fied both Sacco and Vanzetti as hav- 
ing been seen ‘in the bandits’ auto- 
mobile. The defense introduced tes- 
timony that Sacco was in Boston and: 
Vanzetti in Plymouth on the day of 
the murder. 

Another matter which figures 
largely in the trial was the conten- 
tion of the state that Sacco and Van- 
zetti bad shown a “consciousness of 
guilt” by their attitude after their ar- 
rest and particularly by the lies which 
they admitted they had told the au- 
thorities about their movements. It 
was this that led the defense to place 
Sacco and Vanzetti- on the stand to 
tell of their radical activities, 

Defense contended that the men 
had tried to conceal the truth abont 
their movement because thev feared 
deportation as radicals. It was 
brought out that they had been ac- 
tive in many radical movements and 
their testimony was that on the night 
of their arrest they were seeking to 
collect radical literature which they 
had previously distributed, for fear it 
would lead te their apprehension. 

State and defense clashed on expert 
testimony as te pistol bullets. A 
state expert testified that the bullet 
which was taken from the body of 
the paymaster’s guard was “consistent 
with having been fired” from a pistol 
which other witnesses had testified 
belonged to Sacco. Defense experts 
insisted that the bullets could not 
have been fired from that weapon:

Musmanno was then summoned into 
the north cell block and it was 
thought he was going to see the men, 
but he emerged in a few minutes and 
went into the warden’s office to tele- 
phone the statehouse. The office was 
closed and reporters barred, 
It developed that Musmanno was 
telephoning Governor Fuller at the 
to

visit the men. 

“TIT have lost my hope, not only in 
this case, but in mankind entire,” he 
said. 

Musmanno was unable to get the 
governor on the telephone and gave 
up the attempt. 

Musmanno remained alone in the 
warden’s office. He broke down, laid 
his head on the warden’s desk and 


wept. 

In the shadow of the Bunker Hill 
monument, rising stark against the 
overcast sky a small army of foot, 
mounted, motorcycle and marine po- 
lice, and foot and mounted state 
constabulary were mobilized about the 
old prison. 

There was ultimately a total of 510 
men on guard about the prison. Three 
hundred and sixty Boston police offi- 
cers were on duty, armed with re- 
volvers and night clubs, They came 
in°’-large orange omnibuses, drawn 
from every precinct in a radius of 15 
miles. With them was a shotgun com- 
pany of 60 men. ; | 
These carried blunt-nosed riot ri- 
fles. A half score had slung Thomson 
machine guns in khaki cases. Ten 
mounted men rode up in olive drab, 
their heavy horses marking them as 
daytime traffic officers. Ten red mo- 
toreyeles and side cars swept into the 
cobbled square before the prison gate. 
Three shotgun men passed in a fliv- 
ver touring car. Beyond the walls a 
fire boat patrolled the estuary of the 
Miller river. 

Slowly they had pushed back the 
small, listless crowd of shirt-sleeved 
men, barefooted children and slattern-

prison gate. The lines were finally 
drawn from one to three blocks from 
the prison. 

Outside throughout Boston the po- 
lice force was on duty to 100 per 
cent effective strength, said Superin- 
tendent Crowley. 

Twenty-three hundred men in all 
were on duty, he said. Crowley also 


stated that the subways and 50 homes 
of ‘private individuals were being 
guarded against attempted outrage.

Passage of Jaws throwing more safe- 
guards around deposits in state banks 
and revising to a marked extent the 
laws covering the operation of the 
state banking department; levying 
a tax on chain stores; ie reorgan- 
izing the system of oil inspection;, 
laws changing the system of fixing 
fees for automobile license tags, and 
laws giving the large cities of the 
state the right to pass zoning meas- 
ures were outstanding achievements 
of the legislature which ended its 
sessions early Sunday morning. 

Under provisions of the new bank- 
ing act no more branch banks can 
he created by state banks; a minimum 
capital stock of $25,000 is fixed for 
such institutions and depositors are 
placed first on the list of preferred 
claimants when banks are liquidated.

Georgia has produced many men 
who achieved greatness in their adopt- 
ed fields of endeavor and fixed their 
names as unquenchable stars in the 
firmament of fame. Among then 
have been’ statesmen, historians, 
poets, orators, builders of useful iusti- 
tutions, and soldiers of immortal re- 
nown, But best of all, she has giv- 
en to the Christian churches -zreat 
overseers of the Master’s flocks, two 
of whom are peerless in episcopal 
renown—RBishop George F. Pierce and 
this living bishop, Warren Akin 
Candler. Pea 


With Face Set Sunward. 


Obtaining a well-rounded education 
at old Emory college at Oxford, Ga., 
young Candler was graduated a bach- 
elor of arts at 18 years of age and 
a few months later in the year 1875 
joined the North Georgia conference 
of his church. For the following sev- 
eral years he went through the com- 
mon experiences of a circuit and jun- 
ior station pastor, always with his 
face set sunward. 

In every location he became an at- 
tractive magnet. He made friends 
readily because of an inherent demo- 
cratic friendliness that was impartial, 
embracing the lowliest in his enviror- 
ment equally with the elite. 

Endowed with a-mind that was stu- 
dious and accretive, powers of observa: 
tion that were comprehensive, a ra- 
tiocination seldom running into ert- 
ror, and a spiritual piety that was ob- 
viously instinctive, Warren Candler 
could not fai] to grow in the esteem 
of those who admire and value vigor- 
ous moral manhood. They saw in 
his vision and objectives those dynam- 
ic munitions that make for good 
works and inevitable distinction. 

When he reached a pastorate here 
in Atlanta at Merritts Avenue church, 
his power as a preacher obtained the 
recognition of the church at large. He 
went to Nashville to edit with marked 
ability the official organ of his great 
denomination, and from there came 
back to Emory as its. president. 


Called to High Leadership. 

This is no biography of a man that 
I am writing here. I am only re- 
cording my thoughts about a fellow- 
worker whose personality and per- 
formances have been within the range 
of my observation for a long life- 
time. My sketchy portrait of him is 
sympathetic, and not synthetic. 

Considered simply as “a man among 
men” Warren Candler has always 
shown the qualities of character that 
command sincere respect and gencral 
admiration. He is utterly without ve- 
neer or any art of camouflage. Strong

convictions and straight-shooting opin- 
ions characterize his intercourse with 
‘his fellowmen'in private and in public 
affairs. He is a crystal sphere of 
candor. 

Now candor is not always conven- 


credited and honored; and that pri- 
mary element in Warren Candler has 
been a chief asset in h* promotions 
and in his power as a leader in civic 
and religious adventures. 

He is just in his judgments and 
decisions, as his information and con- 
science dictate them. Some whose 
personal wishes have been averted by 
them, especially since he became their 
bishop, have thought otherwise, but 
they were mistaken. Whatever Bishop 
Candler set down was the clean, hon- 
est result of careful canyass and de- 
liberation, looking to the end to be 
obtained. He never, in my belief, 
treated the case of any brother with 
a sentiment of spite or inimical par- 
tiality.

to his Master. He has been always, 
as yet, a strenuous builder of the

Few explorers of religiously ‘dark 
areas,” other than Elliott, and Jor- 
dan, and Livingstone, have had harder 
tasks than Bishop Candler undertook 
in plantin the missions of his 
church in Cuba and in Mexico.

| Health Talks 


TO FEED OR NOT TO FEED. 

Chronic peptic ulcer (ulcer of stom- 
ach or duodenum) is recognized as a 
common disease. Dr. Douglas Vander- 
hoof asserts that it is responsible for 
, the symptoms in nearly 10 per cent of 
} all patients complaining of persistent 
or recurring “indigestion.” 

In such cases it is a difficult ques- 
tion to decide whether surgical or 
nonsurgical treatment is the more oi 
sirable. Surgical treatment was mos 
popular—among the surgeons—a few 
years ago. There has been a certain 
amount of dissatisfaction—among the 
patients—with the results of these 
operations, ®@ and a corresponding 
amount of revision, modification or 
“improvement” in the procedure of 
the surgeons—first they favored gas- 
tro enterostomy, that is, cutting into 
the intestine so as to short circuit the 
chyme or digesting food ..ss around 
{the ulcerated portion of the canal— 
imext they began trying their hand at 
pyloroplasty or remodelling th2 lower 
outlet of the stomach, and then cutting 
out damaged portions and finally cut- 
ting out damaged portions of the stom- 
ach itself, a procedure not to be ccm- 
pared vith cutting.out one’s app2ndix 
or tonsils or gall sac, for the lower 
end of the stomach is particularly 
useful in the secretion of gastric juice 
for cigestion, whereas these other ac- 
cessories have no particumr function— 
at least one scarcely misses them after 
thev have been removed. 

; The surgical treatment of gastric 
jor duodenal ulcer :*ems to be rather 
on the wane. I am very fond of sur- 
\ gery, as a patient, and yet I think if 
‘I had peptic ulcer I should endeavor 
to assume an attitude of armed neu- 

toward my surgical friends— 
I'd want them to keep away f-om the 
nonce, but not too far away for quick 
iaction in ease I should suddenly 
jchange my mind. Meanwhile I should 
give the medical method a fair trial. 
| The medical treatment of peptic 
iuleer is by no means “perfected” 
,either. (1 wich some good phycholo- 
‘gist would tell me why ~ hate that 
word “perfected.” Dr. Webster sanr- 
tions perfect as a transitive verb with 
the accent on the first syllable, but 
still I hate the word.) Thus the Len- 
hartz treatment, mainly a plan of diet, 
was published the year the medical 
profession welcomed a new Daniel, to 
wit the author, to its ranks and al- 
most immediately thereafter von Leube 
and his followers introduced another 
plan of diet and they maintained that 
Lenhartz was killing patients by feed- 
ing them. To this charge Lenhartz 
and his colleagues retorted that von 
Leube and his followers were rv- 
ing their ulcer patients to death. It 
looked like a long war, with heavy 
casualties among the noncombatants, 


but after three or four years of it}: 


our own Sippy journeyed to Berlin and 
came home with his improvement on 
the European dietary regime.

: Desperate Legal Battle

Boston, Angust 22.—(#)—The 
swiftest succession of legal moves in 
the seven years’ fight to’save Sacco 
and Vanzetti marked the last hours 
before the time set for their execu- 
tion. 

The day had marked defeat for 
them at every step. With the -eve- 
ning they not only appealed again 
‘to Governor Fuller for “any kind 
of clemency,” but tried one judge aft- 
er another. A plea to Judge Ander- 
son, of the U. 8S. circuit court of ap- 
peals, who is at Williamstown, failed, 
the judge refusing to take any action. 
| Judge Lowell, of the federal district 
court, refused to grant a writ of ha- 
beas corpus or a stay of execution. 
Then the attorneys went to Bever- 
ly to appeal once more to Justice 
Holmes, of the United States supreme 
court, who twice prefiously had de- 
clined to intervene. One of their 
number talked with the governor and 
then with Attorney General Reading. 

At the death house Sacco and Van- 
zetti were visited this evening -or 
the third time of the day by Mrs. Rose 
Sacco and Miss Luigia Vanzetti, who 
later went to the state house to see 
the governor.

in August, 1891, it reached 56, and 
in August, 1887, the mercury descend- 
ed to 55. the record breaker.

TRREGULAR® ELECTION 
DENIED BY J. A. PERRY 


James A. Perry, chairman of the 
Georgia public service commission, in 
a statement issued Monday, denied 
that any irregularity or illegality ap- 
peared in connection with his reelec- 
tion as chairman of the commission, 
as charged by Commissioner Walter 


R. McDonald, in a communication 
made public Saturday. 

In explaining what he declares to 
be a thoroughly regular meeting and 
election, Chairman Perry brings out 
that while he regrets the necessity 
or a public controversy, he feels 
that his integrity has been “purpose- 
ly, wilfully and falsely” challenge 
by Mr. MeDonald and that a reply 
is necessary to indicate his position. 

Three other members of the com- 
mission, Albert J. Woodruff, O. R. 
Bennett and C. W. Parker, in a sim- 
ilar statement Monday, bore out 
Chairman Perry's contention that the 
election was regular and in order. 

Chairman Perry’s’§ statement, 
part, follows: 

Perry Statement. 

“There was nothing irregular about 
this election of officers. As admitted 
by him, the commission took up this 
question on August 9, the election 
two years ago took place on August 
11; and after Commissioner McDon- 
ald was unable to carry a motion that 
the election be postponed, as em- 
phasized by him, until after the leg- 
islature had adjourned, he then made 
a compromise motion that the elec- 
tion be held on August 16. 

“On this date Commissioner Par- 
ker was unable to be present, and the 
matter went over to the following 
day, pending his arrival in the city. 
Commissioner Parker was taken sick 
en route to Atlanta, and on arrival 
went immediately to the Piedmont ho- 
tel, where he remained in bed through- 
out the day, unable to get to the of- 
fice. Due to his illness, he returned 
home Wednesday night, and advised 
me hy telegraph on Thursday that he 
would be unable to return for a few 
days. 

“During the week when the matter 
was first discussed on August 9, Com- 
missioner Parker asked me to hold a 
meeting to reorganize the commission 
as soon as a majority of the commis- 
sion might be able to agree; he sent 
me the same message by Hon. John 
W. Bennett, of Waycross, on August 
13; he advised me in his sick room 
at the Piedmont -hotel late in the 
afternoon of August 17, to reorganize 
the commission, if possible, precisely 
in the manner it was reorganized on 
Friday, August 19. 

Meeting Called. 

“After it was apparent that Com- 
missioner Parker would not be able 
to return for an indefinite period, and 
due to a disgraceful campaign that 
was being carried on in the city of 
Atlanta in an effort to elect Com- 
missioner McDonald chairman, which 

have every reason to believe was 
sponsored by him, Commissioners 
Bennett, Woodruff and myself agreed 
that the reorganization should be had. 
This conclusion reached, I had the 
secretary of the commission notify the 
entire personnel of the commission, 
except Commissioner Parker, who was 
at home sick, that the commission 
would go into executive session at a 
certain time. Commissioner McDon- 
ald immediately took Commissioner 
Bennett to his private office, where 
they remained until Commissioner 
Bennett came to the hearing room and 
announced that Commissioner McDon- 
ald told him that he would not at- 
tend the session of the commissién as 
called. 

“Mr. John Wilson, secretary to the 
governor, has since told me that he 
was present and heard Commissioner 
McDonald tell Commissioner Bennett 
that he would not attend the session 
of the commission as called.

‘STATE OWNERSHIP 
UF MOUNTAIN SEEN 


_In a statement to the press Monday, 
Hollins N.- Randolph, president of the 


Stone Mountain Confederate Monu- 
mental association, said that he expects 
the next legislature to take over the 
project, a bill to this end having been 
favorably reported in both houses dur- 
ing the session just ended and failing 
of passage in the last minute jam of 
legislation. The statement follows: 


‘The bill to create a state park at Stone 
Mountain, in charge of a comnrission having 
authority to take title to the monument 
and adjacent premises. and with authority 
to make suitable arrangements with any 
or all organizations interested in raising 
the money to carry on the work. was re- 
ported favorably to the house and senate by 
unanimous vote of the judiciars committee. 

*‘There is no question that the bill would 
have passed both houses put for the con- 
gestion of the calendars in 
days of the session. A great many other 
constructive bills of public interest through- 
out the state were likewise shut off in 
the legislative jam. 


**‘We are well pleased with the progress 
mage, because the principle of state own- 
ership of the monument has been firmly 
established and will never be dislodged, 
and the legislature the next time it meets, 
in my judgment, is certain to pass this 
bill or something similar to it. There can 
be no legitimate controversy on the propo- 
sition that the title to the monument and 
adjacent premises should be in the state, 
particularly in as much as other southern 
states are to he asked to contribute the 
cost of carving their heroes on the mountain.

High Lights in the C otton Market 


BY THEO. H. PRICE. 
Editor, Commerce and Finance, New York. 


New York. August 24.—In its price 
range as well as in the volume of 
business handled, last week's cotton 
market was the most active that has 
‘een seen in some time, 

The crop news continues to be the 
controlling influence, but the receipts 
of cotton in the south and the prob- 
lem of distributing the rapidly in- 
creasing supply of “spots” are factors 
that must also be reckoned with. 

The reaction of mind upon mind is 
to be noticed in the reports that come 
from the cotton fields. Most of them 
say that the boll weevil is doing seri- 
ous damage, whereas he was hardly 
mentioned until his rediscovery on 
August 8 by the government. 

En passant, and because we have 
always understood that “the female 
of. the species was more deadly than 
the male,” we ask again why “he” 
should be habitually used in referring 
to the boll weevil. Perhaps’ the 
practice bespeaks the gallantry of 
sguthern men in their attitude toward 
what used to be called the weaker sex. 


But be this as it may, there is no 
doubt of the boll weevil’s reemergence, 
at least in the crop reports, and in 
the imagination of the public “he” 
is being rapidly multiplied by the ~e- 
hemence with which the crop killers 
are acclaiming his malevolent activi- 
ties.’ . 

Therefore, it may be well to pre- 
pare for t worst or the best—and 
assume that by the attrition of one 
upon another, crop estimates will be 
worn down to 12,000,000 bales during 
the next three weeks, and that the 
government report to be issued on 
September 8 will be around that fig- 
ure. 

Of course, this is a hypothetical as- 
sumption that may be unwarranted, 
but it is just as well to look at the 
question from every side and ask 
what would happen if the remotely 
possible becomes a fact. In any at- 
tempt to answer this inquiry, two 
phases of the situation: must be con- 
sidered. One is the physical, which 
inchides relation between supply and 
demand. The other is the physiolog- 
ical, which embraces the reaction of 
the public mind to suppositious con- 
ditions. Taking supply and demand 
first, the following is submitted. It 
deals only with American cotton.

In, this connection, it may be point- 
ed out that last season’s consumption 
of 17,428,000 bales includes at least 
a million bales of linters. Of this 
quantity, the northern mills used 504,- 
000 bales and the southern mills 28,- 
000 bales, or a total of 802,000 bales.

ed States during the season 1910-11. 
This increase of nearly 300 per cent 
in the American consumption of lint- 
ers is a statistical fact that may mis- 
lead some into an exaggeration of the 
demand for lint cotton. The detailed 
figures, as published by the census, 
show that during the last three years 
American mills have consumed a to- 
tal of 22,117,000 bales, of which 2.- 
265.000 bales. or more than 10 per 
cent were linters. 

Rayon may partially explain this re- 
markable gain in the use of linters, ; 
but whatever the explanation, it 
would appear that the increase in the 
consumption of lint cotton is some- 
what smaller than had been supposed.

Would we buy cotton inthe face of 
the probability that at least 11,000,- 
000 bales will be ginned and ready 
for market by November 14, and the 
likelihood of the “autumnal dip” in 
the price of cotton that has nearly 
always occurred in the past? 

The immediate future in the mar- 
ket depends upon the answers that 
are made to these questions by: 

The merchants who distribute cot- 
ton goods, 


The manufacturers who 
the goods distributed; and 
The public who trade in cotton. 

If, by self-examination, we can de- 
cide how others will reply to the ques- 
tions propounded, we may be able to 
reach an intelligent conelusion in re- 
spect of of that always baffling prob-

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Washington, August 22.—(A4)—A 
new unit has been established in the 
commerce department for the purpose 
of investigating new uses for raw 
and manufactured cotton. Edgar C. 
Crosby. formerly a cotton manufac- 
turer at New Bedford, Mass.. has 
been appointed by Secretary Hoover 
to head the new division. and four 
experts in cotton trade and chemistry 
have been assigned to it. 

Suggestions «and advice from the 
cotton trade in all, of its branches 
and from cotton users and producers 
has been invited by the new organi- 
zation. 

“The large supply of raw gnaterials, 
the relatively small demand for cotton 
manufactures, and other numerous 
difficulties haye brought about a sit- 
uation in the raw cotton and cotton 
textile industries where it is impera- 
tive that present nses be extended and 
new ones developed,”’ a commerce de- 
partment statement on the organiza- 
tion said. 

“There have been years in the coun- 
try when the total consumption of cot- 
ton reached 16,000,000 bales, though 
the average consumption is far below 
this figure. With new and extended 
uses found for cotton it is hoped thar 
this figure may be maintained if not 
exceeded.”

Now the stock is soft on 
reports that the company will make 
a very poor showing for the first 
half of the year. A very strong Chi- 
cago pool is operating in Yellow 
Truck, the same pool that was op- 
erating in. the stock last year when 
the stock acted exactly as it has this 
year in first advancing and then de- 
clining. 

One explanation after another for 
the great prosperity enjoyed by this 
country compared with the rest of 
the world has been given bv foreign- 
ers on returning home after having 
made an exhaustive first hand investi- 
gation of our financial, industrial and 
social conditions.

This pamphlet con- 
tains 15 pages, mostly tables and fig- 
ures, The first set of figures, how- 
ever, tells the story in a combined 
summary for the carriage and wagon 
industries in the United States from 
1914 to 1924, inchusive. 

For 1914 throughout the country 
there were 5,078 establishments en- 
gaged in the manufacture of carriages 
and wagons. For 1925 the number was 
uniy 233. For 1914 the average wage 
earners numbered 52,714. By the end 
of 1925 there had been a decrease to 
6,292. For 1914 the wages paid were 
$32,567,505: for 1925 only $7,007.- 
523. For 1914 the cost of materials 
was $66,148.275; for 1925 $15.518.- 
424. For 1924. For 1914 the value of 
products was $152,488,S69; for 1924, 
a hare $30,052,450. 

There are other interesting figures 
in fhis table but the foregoing are 
sufficient for a quickly drawn mental 
picture of what has happened in the 
past few years to one big industry in 
this country.

~ DIPLOMAT HITS 
U.S. LATIN POLICY 


Williamstown, Mass., August 22.— 
(P)—A wholesale indictment of the 
American policy in Latin America was 


made before the Institute of Politics 
today by Horace G. Knowles, former 
American minister to Rumania, Serbia, 
Bulgaria, Nicaragua, the Dominican 
Republic and Bolivia. : 

A ruthless and indefensible policy of 
invasion and intervention and misuse 
of the Monroe doctrine to facilitate the 
snecess of its actions was charged to 
Washington by the former ambassador, 
who declared that nothing was hurting 
America in the eyes of foreign nations 
more than this attitude toward the 
small nations south of it. 

“We have imposed our force upon 
weak, helpless and defenseless coun- 
tries and slaughtered thousands of 
their citizens,” said Mr. Knowles. 
“We have attacked them when they 
expected we would defend them. We 
have used the Monroe doctrine to pre- 


vent sympathetic European nations go- | 


ing to their rescue when we abused 
them. In our dealings — them we 
never allow them their day in court, 
and we ignore and disregard that prin- 
ciple of due process of law which our 
constitution safeguards to all our citi- 
zens whenever their personal liberties 
or property rights are involved.” — 

Mr. Knowles asserted that, while 
calling them backward, uneducated 
and uncivilized, America has made no 
Christian move to remedy this condi- 
tion, and that our national policy has 
been tu take all and give nothing, 
despite the promises which the Monroe 
doctrine held out. 

“Instead of sending them teachers. 
instructors and helpers, we have sent 
them concession hunters, conscience- 
less and usurious bankers, avaricious 
capitalists, bribers, commercial tricks- 
ters, murderers, soldiers to shoot them. 
degenerates and carriers of infectious 
diseases,” he said. “Instead of our try- 
ing to elevate and make their people 
better and more patriotic, we have 
made crooks and traitors of many of 
them in order that our unscrupulous 
bankers and capitalists and Washing- 
ton can control the government and 
affairs of their countries.”
